Those W est of Buffalo and Pittsburg 
Are Permitted to Raise Their 
Rates Only On a Few Com­ 
modities— F ailroaJs Scored. 


A brick wall in the O m eara build­

Saturday a brick wall between tile

W ashington, August I.— in a divid­ 
ed opinion the in terstate Com m erce 
Commission today granted some of 
th e five per cent treight rate increases 
asked by eastern railroads and de­ 
nied others. .The increases apply in 
territory north of the Ohio and Poto­ 
mac rivers and from a vertical line 
drawn through Buffalo and Pittsburgh 
w ert a s far as the Mississippi river. 
All class rates and m any commodity 
rates were increaed five per cent in 
that section. 
No advances w hatever 
are 
per­ 
mit, ed east from Buffalo and P itts­ 
burgh and to tile A tlantic seaboard. 
T hat includes the greatest traffic pro­ 
ducing centers cf the country. 
Com­ 
missioners Daniels and McChord dis­ 
sented from the 
m aojrity 
opinion. 
Comm issioner Daniels held that the 
five lier cent increase should have 
been general and that the railroads 
are entitled to it to meet the high 
cest *»f living. 
Com m issioner 
Mc­ 
Chord held that th e reasons which 
the m ajority held to w arran t an in­ 
crease west of 
P ittsb u rg h 
applied 
equally to tile territory east. 
The majority, headed by Chairm an 
Harlan, In Id that the rates w est of 
P ittsburgh were the lowest 
in 
the 
country an I w arranted an increase, 
while it was held th a t th e income 
of Hie eastern railroads was sm aller 
than demanded in public interest, no 
showing had been m ade w arranting 
a genera! increase of rates.

William Latour, who has been en­ 
gaged in photographing 
for 
forty- 
eight years, and \vhookas conducted 
a studio in the Latour building, south­ 
west corner of Fourth 
street 
and 
Ohio avenue, has sold his photograph­ 
ic business to I J. S. Grant, of Lincoln, 
Neb., and Saturday morning develop­ 
ed his last picture, it being that of a 
baby. 
Mr. Latour has been a Sedalian for 
many years, coming here when Main 
street was the only business thor­ 
oughfare and remaining until Sedalia 
is now one of the most important 
cities of the state. 
The first photograph ever made in 
Sedalia was finished by Mr. Latour, 
who on first coming here was em­ 
ployed in a photographic car by H. 
C. Lecher. 
He learned the photo­ 
graphic business when the old time 
daurgerrotypes were the only method 
of reproducing likenesses of persons, 
and later did a thriving business in 
making tin types.

ground July 15. 
The object is to see 
if two seed crops can be grown in the 
same ground the same season. 
The 
new plants are now 4 to 5 inches 
high. 
The field will be open all week and 
I hope all who can will go and take 
a look. 
If you have not doubted it 
will do you good, and if you have 
^doubted it will not hurt you. 
I have tried to give this lesson by 
demonstration, and I am more than 
glad for anybody to see the results 
as they are Indicated at this time. 
Note the blooming and the indica­ 
t i o n of seed. 
It cannot be told at 
this time how they may seed. 
Varie­ 
ties will differ. 
As a feed the hay is equal to alfal­ 
fa In most every respect. 
The seed 
crop is often heavy and always a good 
price, and they have a higher food 
value than corn.

they are much faster than red clover, 
and there is little need of a failure 
with soy beans.

warranted and, if taken in the spirit 
which prompts it, ought to he produc­ 
tive of beneficial results. 
But I want

criticism or fault-finding, hut rather 
as suggestions for betterments. 
I apprehend that certain citizens of 
the county, after having read this 
article, will query, “Why don’t you 
have Sedalia clean up and paint up? 
Plenty of room there to practice what 
you preach.” 
I admit the truth and 
force of the latter statement, but ref­ 
erence to the files of Sedalia’s daily 
newspapers for the past three years 
will absolve me from any dereliction 
on that score. 
I have so repeatedly 
urged the city’s renovation as to have 
become monotonous. 
It is the bent of average human 
nature to become so accustomed to 
our daily environment and perspec­ 
tive as to fail to notice, or be restive 
under, its shortcomings, and right 
here is where 
Burns’ 
oft-repeated 
couplet, 
“O wad some power the giftie gi’e us 
To see ourself as ithers see us” 
applies with force and aptitude. Just 
as my critics can come to Sedalia and 
point out many things needing atten­ 
tion 
and 
improvement, I can pass 
through 
the 
country 
and 
suggest 
whereby 
numerous 
changes—slight 
and not very expensive—would better 
both appearances and conditions.
